As most of the cities will 
add city funds to the state money 
to carry on improvements, the num ­ 
ber of idle men seeking jobs should 
be 
decreased 
considerably.

money is here and we are urging 
the cities to make use of it.” 
While 19 other cities have taken 
portions of their allocations, five 
cities have not, to date, filed agree­ 
ments for any part of their shares.
